In his talks with Israel leaders 
over Thursday night and Friday, Dr. 
Kissinger advanced the theory that 
the Rabat Summit decisions may 
in fact have helped Israel by effect~- 
ively removing for the present the 
pressure of the West Bank consi- 
Geration. By recognizing the PLO’s 
exclusive claim to the West Bank, 
the Summit had precluded negotia- 
tions with Israel over the West 
Bank, enabling it now to pursue 
talks with Egypt with greater free- 
dom. The deferment of the West 
Bank issue also saved Israel inter- 
nal difficulties, Dr. Kissinger has 
pointed out. 

Briefing newsmen after Dr. Kis- 
singer’s departure on Friday after- 
noon, Information Minister Aharon 
Yariv stressed that the visit had 
been devoted to a thorough assess- 
ment of the Rabat Summit and fo 
bilateral issues between the U.S. 
and Israel. There had been no de- 
talled discussion of either the con- 
tent of the forthcoming negotia- 


“tions with Egypt, or even of their 


“modalities” — when, where, and 
at what level that would be held. 
These issues would be dealt with 
during the Secretary's next visit, 
which would come after the mini- 
summit at Vladivostok between Pre- 
sident Ford and Mr. Brezhnev. 
Yariv stressed that the Ford- 
Brezhnev summit would “not deter- 
mine the nature and character and 
fate of the forthcoming (Israel- 
Egypt! negotiations. There was no 
question of a Soviet “veto” upon 
Dr. Kissinger’s efforts in the region.

Several leading Arab stateamen are 
expected to attend the U.N. Pales- 
tine debate, and the Secretary will 
probably take the opportunity of 
their presence in America to con- 
duct talks with them. Israel will 
presumably be asked to send its 
own high-ranking representative. 

The “military” / “political” dif- 
ference of approach between Israel 
and Egypt will probably be reflected 
in the preliminary discussions on 
“modalities,” with Egypt wanting 
army officers to represent her at 
the negotiations and Israel insisting 
on civilian diplomats. Dr. Kissinger 
remarked in Jerusalem that this 
problem could be overcome by 
Egypt sending officers and Israel 
diplomats — and neither side rais- 
ing objections. 

The basic obstacle which the Sec- 
retary will in time have to over- 
come, of course, is the “military”/ 
“political” dichotomy a8 it affects 
the parties’ vision of a settlement. 
President Sadat feels that he is 
constricted by the Rabat resolutions 
te avoid any separate political ar- 
rangement with Israel. 

He told Dr. Kissinger that at Ra- 
bat he had successfully fought for 
@ resolution which allowed him 
scope to negotiate another military 
disengagement with Israel but for- 
bade him to negotiate a. political 
accord alone, without Syria, the 
PLO and Jordan. 

Dr. Kissinger apparently feels 
that a good deal of “political” con- 
tent can nevertheless be introduced 
into the forthcoming negotiations — 
provided thet Israel does uot em- 
barrass Egypt by labelling the talks 
and the agreement “political.”

He noted that the fact that Sec- 
retary of State Henry Kissinger did 
not return to Cairo following his 
talks in- Jerusalem — contrary to 
practice — indicated that Israel had 
not presented any new ideas worth 
submitting to Egypt.

The Jordanian Council of Notables 
and the House of Representatives 
approved the amendment of two 
clauses which enable King Hussein 
to dissolve both houses and govern 
without parliamentary elections for 
one year. 

Hussein is expected to disperse 
both houses soon with the aim of 
ending representation by West Bank 
deputies, who held half the seats 
in each of the 30-man upper house 
and the 60-member lower house. 


The Jordanian monarcn was also 
expected to call for the resigmation 
of the government of Premier Zaid 
Rifai in order to form a new Cabi- 
net, probably under Rife! himself, 
‘out without West Bank representa- 
tion. 

Yesterday's amendment of the 
constitution was made at the re- 
quest of Hussein. The nature of the 
amendments indicates that Hussein 
intends to await developments in 
the coming months and to retain 
some freedom of action. If Arab 
attempts to “establish” the PLO in 
the West Bank fail, Hussein could 
reverse his decision and lay’ claim 
to the area. If events go against 
‘him, he coukd confine bibmself to the 
Bast Bank. He said he would then 
give residents of Palestinian origin 
the option of obtaining Jordanian 
citizenship or taking the ‘‘Palestin- 
ian identity.” 

Hussein seems determined at the 

moment not to take any part in 
current Middle East dialogue, em- 
Phasizing that he bas relinquished 
his political responsibilities within 
the context of these dialogues to the 
PLO.

THE CABINET decided early this morning to devalue the Israel 
pound from 114.20 to IL6 to the dollar 35 part of a new emer- 
gency economic programme. This incindes a set of stringent eco- 
nomic measures, such as steep increaser in the price of basic 
food commodities and a six-month ban on certain imports. 
The real exchange rate for imports will be IL6.90 per $, because 


of a 15 per cent import levy. 


These decisions were taken at the end of a six-hour marathon 
Cabinet session which began at seven o'clock in the evening. 


Along with the devaluation of 
the pound, the Cabinet approved 
an “emergency economic pro- 

ἢ which includes a ban 
on imports, for six months “--- ef- 
fective immediately—on 29 items,

Fares cn public transport will be 
raised by 40 per cent as of Decem- 
ber 1.

The price of water will rise from 
10.8 ag. per cubic metre to 25.6 ag. 
for farmers; from 22 ag. to 39.6 ag. 
per cu.m. for industry; and from. 
20.7 ag. to 46.8 ag. per cu.m, for 
homes. Travel tax will now be 1L750 
plus 15 per cent of the ticket cost — 
and even those exempt to date (other 
than diplomats and a few others), 
will have to pay the 15 per cent. 

A six-month ban on imports of 
29 items has been imposed, in- 
cluding cars, refrigerators above 
16 cubic feet, cement, dishwashing 
machines. TV sets, gramophones, 
air-conditioners and electric fans, 
Plywood, works of art, beer, far- 
nitare (partial ban), expensive 
textiles, and footwear. Imports of 
the 29 items totalled $116.7m. in 
1978, and an estimated $138.2m. 
in 1974. 

The tax on capital gains goes 
up from 40 per cent to 50 pez cent, 
while the pertod during which the 
Property must be held for tax re- 
duction will mow be 38 years, in- 
stead of 28. Land Betterment tax 
will be adjusted to impose larger 
taxes on land resold after a short 
period. Service tax for banks and 
insurance companies will now be 
five per cent, instead of 3.5 as until 
now.

Finance Minister Yehoshua Rabi- 
nowltz told the nation at 2 o'clock 
this morning that the emergency

The devaluation of over 40 per 
cent merely reflects the current 
effective exchange rate for ex- 
ports, which has been slightly 
over IL6 to the dollar for some 
time now. The Government’s re- 
luctance to devalue the Israel 
pound by a much higher percen- 
tage is based on its desire to 
prevent immediate inflationary 
pressure from the resulting 
higher local currency income 
the large number of German re- 
stitution recipients and of tour- 
ists. 

The devaluation of the pound in 
1971 (from 1L3.50 to 124.20 per 
dollar) came in reaction to a de- 
valuation of the dollar and unrest 
in the money markets of Europe. 

The devaluation which took place 
prior to that, in November, 1967, 
brought the price of the dollar from 
IL3.00 to IL3.50. It was called, at 
the time, a “painless devaluation,” 
Since it was directly linked to the 
devaluation of the British pound, 
had been expected, and was not 
especially large. 

Previous to that, the pound had 
been devalued in 1962, from a rate 
of IL1.80 to 13.00 per dollar. At 
that time, the late Levi Eshkol, 
then Finance Minister, announced a 
“New Economic Policy" which in- 
cluded abolition of most Govern- 
Ment controls over imports, and 8 
call on the public not to profiteer 
from the measure. 

The anticipation of a devaluation 
and steep price hikes during the 
Past week have caused many con-

EILAT. — The Director-General 
of the Ministry of Interior, Haim 
Kubersky, on Friday placed full 
responsibility for the Eilat Muni- 
eipality's deficit of over IL6m. on 
νοῦ Gad Katz But Mayor Katz 
told the City Council last night 
that the Municipality would not 
be disbanded in favour of a Min- 

istry-appointed committee. 

Mr. Kubersky sald after meeting 
with Mayor Katz, Deputy Mayor 
Shmuel Levine and Treasurer pro 
tem Yisrael Axelrod that he was 
satisfied that the Mayor had ente- 
red into the transactions with finan- 
cier Avner Tomer in all innocence. 
and that there was no suspicion of 
personal gain. This, however, did 
not lessen the gravity of the actions 
taken, he said, and an Interior Mi- 
nistry clerk will be appointed to 
oversee future municipal transac- 
tions. 

Reporting to the City Council on 
Friday afternoon, Mayor Katz said 
the delegation from Hilat had suc- 
ceeded in explaining at the Minis- 
try that the deals with Mr. Tomer 
were an inheritance from the pre- 
vious administration, and had been 
begun by the previous mayor, Asher 
Azar (who was not present at the 
meeting in Jerusalem even though 
he had also been called to appear), 
together with the lately deceased 
elty treasurer, Yeshayahu Stein. 

When he took office, Mr. Katz ex- 
plained, he had felt obliged, due 
to his inexperience in municipal and 
financial matters, to rely on the 
advice of Stein, a veteran muni- 
cipal clerk, who brought him an 
offer of a further loan from Tomer 
this year. For these, Mayor Katz 
signed double and even triple pro- 
missory notes. 

DISASTROUS EFFECT 

While not minimizing his personal 
responsibility, Mr. Katz sald the Eilat 
delegation’s main object was to 
convince the Ministry of the Inte- 
rior that the present City Coumcit 
cap continue to run the Municipal- 
ity and to stress the disastrous ef- 
fect a government-appointed com- 
mittee could have on the develop- 
ment of the town. 

“He added that the main reason 
for the Tomer affair was the 
lengthy and bureaucratic procedures 
employed by the various ministries 
in providing the town with the ne- 
cessary funds — even after they 
had been authorized — which had

municipalities, to seek finances from 
other sources. This problem was 
now understood by the Ministry, he 
said, adding that the Eilat failure 
may well serve to save other small 
towns from getting Into the same 
complications. 

Director-General Kubersky had 
agreed to provide an immediate 
ILém. for the day-to-day running 
of the Municipality and, at the Hi- 
lat delegation's request, a Ministry 
overseer to watch the city’s fur 
ther dealings, he said. Mayor Katz 
added that the spontaneous support 
demonstrated by the people of Eilat 
had enormously strengthened his 
stand when meeting with Mr. Ku- 
bersky. 

Likud opposition leader Shmuel 
Meltzer called. for the immediate 
resignation of the executive, say- 
ing, “It is not possible that ILém 
can be lost and the Municipality 
will continue as though nothing has 
happened."

Use grant 


to Unesco 


for more J’lem digs

‘Mayor Teddy Kollek is to ask 
the Government today to finance 
increased archaeological digs and 
other cultural activities in Jerusa- 
lem with the $220,000 it has allo- 

cated to UNESCO. 


The UN agency last week severely 
condemned Israel for its archaeo- 
Yogiical excavations in Jerusalem, 
saying that they endangered his- 
torical monuments. 

Education and Culture Minister 
Aharon Yadiln said on Israel TV 
last night that the UNESCO reso- 
lution cutting off its aid (which, 
ironically, is only one-tenth of what 
Israel gives UNESCO) showed the 
UN body was now devoted to poli- 
tics rather than to education and 
culture. He said, however, be had 
hopes the Arabs would not succeed 
im putting Israel beyond the pale.) 

Mayor Kollek told The Jerusalcom 
Post iast night that he will ask 
the Government to use the $220,000 
earmarked for UNESCO to finance 
digs on the Ophel (The City of 
David) and elsewhere in the city. 
It should also go to help support 
the fledgling Arab theatre and or- 
chestra in East Jerusalem and to 
back other cultural activities, he 
said. 

In a resolution on Friday, the 
Municipal Council Executive con- 
demned the UNESCO action as 
“hypocrisy.” It noted that under 
Jordanian rule, religious and his- 
torical sites had been desecrated 
and neglected. Under Israeli rule, 
the holy places have been restored, 
the Executive declared.

that the digs were being carried 
out with extreme care. 

The expert was Prof. Raymond 
Lemaire, professor of architecture 
at the University of Louvain and 
secretary-general of the Interna- 
tional Council of Monuments and 
Sites. He had been appointed by 
the director-general of UNESCO 
as the Agency's representative for 
Jerusalem. 

In a report dated May 17, 1974, 
Prof. Lemaire wrote that he felt 
“gome of the criticisms levelled at 
the methods used in the excava- 
tions are groundless. The excaya- 
tions are being carried out by a 
perfectly well-qualified team of ex- 
perts, who are extremely attentive 
to all aspects and to all the periods 
of which remains have been found 
The same care is expended on pre- 
gerving remains of the Ommayad 
\Mosiem) places as on those of 
the seromian, (Jewish) period,” the 
At Prof. Lemaire's recommenda- 
tion, the wooden supports in the 
tunnel dug north of the Western 
Wall have been replaced by metal 
supports to prevent damage to the 
Arab houses located above the 
tunnel. 

Praise for the Jerusalem exca- 
vations was expressed last year by 
the Jerusalem Committee — an 
international advisory panel of 
architects, historians and other ex- 
perts organized by Mayor Kollek.

Israel will demand a cessation of 
belligerency sine die, and the po- 
litical and economic provisions out- 
lined above. It will offer in return 
a sizable withdrawal — but one 
which would probably not include 
evacuation of Abu Rodeis. There is 
not much inclination in Jerusalem 
to vacate Abu Rodeis at this early 
stage on the road to peace. 

Mr. Sadat tentatively suggested 
to the U.S. Secretary that Egypt 
and Syria negotiate together a se- 
cond-stage settlement with Israel.

In Jordan, the Secretary said, he 
found the King and his counsellors 
in a black and ΙΝ mood. The 
talking was “tough,” he reported. 
The King blamed Israel, and the 
Ὁ.5., for “missing the opportunity" 
during this past summer of laun- 
ching negotiations with Jordan on 
@ partial West Bank settlement. 

Hussein assured the Secretary 
that Jordan was genuinely “out of 
the picture” for the coming months, 
although he indicated that he felt 
a comeback might be possible once 
it had become clear to the Arab 
world that the PLO would obtain 
nothing irom Israel.

China note 
puzzles 
experts 


By πιὸ. THALER 
LONDON (UPI). — Uneasiness over 
the course of Russo-American rela- 
tions may have prompted Peking’s 
recent feeler for improved relations 
with Moscow, experts on Chinese 
affairs said here yesterday. 


China, preoccupied with domestic 
problems arising from the ill health 
-and old age of ber leadership, is 
sald to be worried about the forth- 
coming summit between President 
Ford and Soviet Party Secretary 
Brezhnev.

China experts, who have been fol- 
lowing the Sino-Soviet conflict from 
its start in the Jate 1950s, are puzz- 
led over the real meaning of the 
approach to Moscow contained in 
Peking’s congratulatory message on 
the 57th anniversary of the Bolshe- 
vik Revolution. They said they re- 
main sceptical and advised caution 
im assessing the implications of the 
move for the future of Sino-Soviet 
Telations, 

In the past China has refused 
to consider Russia's repeated calls 
for a non-aggression pact, and cold- 
shouldered a recent’ Moscow offer 
to revive the defunct mutual defence 
pact of 1950. 

The consistent Chinese line in for- 
mal declarations and in talks with 
officials has been that the Kremiin 
leaders cannot be trusted, that Rus- 
sia is an imperialist super-power 
out for the domination of Asia, that 
she has massed one million men 
with tanks, missiles and jets along 
China's borders and that she 15 plan- 
ning war. 

Peking has long taken the line 
that Russia must pull back her 
troops, thin them out and agree in 
principle to border adjustments 
which could then be hammered out

CLEVELAND, OHIO (UPI). 
Eight former Ohio National Guards- 
men on trial in the Kent State 
University shooting --in which four 
students died and nine were wound- 
ed ~— were ordered acquitted on 
Friday. Judge Frank Battisti said 
the prosecution had not proven that 
the defendants fired upon the stu- 
dents “with the specific intent to 
deprive them of thelr constitutional 
rights.” 

The eight Guardsmen were being 
tried on charges of conspiring to 
violate the civil rights of the stu- 
dents, who were killed and wounded 
by ἃ volley of bullets during a 
college riot on May 4, i970. 

Battisti said he “does not hold 
that the defendants or other 
Guardsmen or their leaders were 
justified in discharging their wea- 
pons, but justification ls not relevant 
in this case, 

The judge said the conspiracy 
charge wes defined by a highly 
specialized statute, and the prosecu- 
tion had failed to prove its case. 

Former student Dean Kahler, pa- 
ralysed from the waist down since 
he was wounded in the shootings, 
testified on Thursday that he was 
shot by National Guard gunfire 
after dropping to the ground and 
covering his head with his hands. 

Kahler also said that while the 
Guardsmen were on the practice 
football field, before jogging up 8 
hill to the area from which they 
fired, he had thrown a couple of 
stones at them.

MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 
Union yesterday announced a sweep- 
ing reorganization of its higher edu- 
eation administration to eliminate 
what it described as a rash of 
worthless research, 

A decree published in the Com- 
munist Party newspaper “Pravi 
sajd the aim was to make it harder 
to get advanced degrees, for which 
candidates have been producing “a 
lot of dissertations which did not 
present any scientific value.” The 
paper added that scholars would 
have to meet unspecified non-aca- 
demic standards to be eligible for 
an advanced degree (which carries 
with it a substantiel rise in pay).

Traders, porters, newsmen and ἃ 
few -early rising tourists crammed 
‘into the Market House’ pub and 
others nearby to attend Covent 
Garden's wake and observe the 
passing of an era. 

Since 1671 when King Charlies ΤΙ 
established the market on the site 
of a convent garden of Westminis- 
ter Abbey, the area has been one 


of the most colourful and boisterous 
bits of London. 

But Friday at 11 am, custodian 
Jimmy Melville, 62, tolled a 300- 
year-old bell in the flower hall and 
ended the last day of trading at 
Covent Garden. Outside, big moving 
vans stood amid piles of cardboard 
boxes and moldering cabbage leaves 
to begin hualing the traders’ offices 
to a new G8-acre market complex 
south of the River Thames. 

Under the columned portico "Οζι" 
St. Paul's Church, a perennial band 
Of derelicts huddled around a bon- 
fire fuelled by office furniture too 
decrepit to make the move. The 
250 traders, 4,000 market employees 
and hundreds of truck drivers who 
deliver produce to the market 
Seemed to welcome the move to 
the complex at Nine Elms. 


“There's no doubt it’s a marvel- 
lous place for making the work 
easy,” added Dinny O'Shea, 61, also 
a porter. “But the lads are defi- 
nitely going to miss the old mar- 
ket with its pubs and betting shops 
and cafes, All the real business was 
done in the Mag’s Head, over a 
glass of something,” O'Shea said. 
“If you wanted to buy or sell, you 
went to the pub." 


Pubs in the Covent Garden area 
were licensed from 5-9 a.m. to serve 
the market ‘workers, But burly, lea- 
ther-aproned porters frequently stood 
at the bar next to men and women 
in evening dress from an all-night 
party. 


Now that the market has moved 
the pubs will no longer have the 
early morning Ilcensing hours.

Bernstein conducts a most 


stimulating concert 


THE JERUSALEM orchestra sea- 
son opened with Leonard Bernstein 
conducting the Israel Philharmonic 
in a most stimulating concert (‘Bin- 
yene! Ha’ooma — Noy, 2), The re- 
placement of the conductor's own 
composition "The Dybbuk," by Mo- 
zart's Piamo Concerto in C Major (K. 
508) gave a welcome opportunity 
to hear Bernstein as a pianist 
again. He approached his solo part 
not as a soloist accompanied by an 
orchestra, but — as Mozart prob- 
ably felt at the time — as part of 
the musical body. His playing al- 
ways conveyed the musical content 
of the part, wag never an end in 
itself. 'When embellishments crowd- 
ed the keyboard, he performed as 
accompanist to the solo orchestral 
instruments, so that the symphonic 
side of the score was beaatiully 
expressed. Bernstein displayed 6 
great virtue of being willing to 
forego impressing bis public as a 
brilliant soloist for the sake of 
bringing the godly music to life ag 
it should, 

Janet Baker gave a very moving 
performance of Mahler's “Kinder- 
totenlieder.” Here again, it was the 
complete emotional self restraint by 
hoths-:singer and conductor 
Made the:deepest impression on the 
Hstener, The choice of these parti- 
cular Lieder was perhaps not the 
happiest for many of the audience, 
but Mahler’s sentiments conveyed 
so beautifully by Janet Baker and 
Bernstein nevertheless provided an 
emotional experience not to missed.

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Devaluation must bite deep 


AS THE GOVERNMENT sat in 
marathon session last night, ru- 
mours strengthened into reports 
that the long-awaited devalua- 
tion measure was being put into 
effect. The measure was expected 
to go into effect in the very 
early hours of this morning. 

It, is a serious decision, for 
we have slid a very long way 
down the currency scale since 
1948. A 40-per cent devaluation 
can be a harsh measure, cutting 
8 great hole in living standards 
if it is rigorously applied — that 
is, if all those able to carry the 
strain are forced to face the 
fact that their earnings will 
products they could. buy up 40 
produc’ ey cou uy up to 
now, and less of local Froduets 
in vronortion to the foreign cur- 
rency element they contain. 

Tt is necessary and fair that 
the lowest earners should not be. 
pushed into hardship, and that 
they should be helped by direct 
assistance to obtain what they 
need. But the shock to our eco- 
nomic system will not have been 
worthwhile if an attempt is made 
to cushion its effect completely 
for ali the population. 

If we are to restore our dwind. 
ling reserves we must plan with 
more determination towards a 
balanced budget. We have not 
been notably successful in raising 
production levels in recent years, 
and this has been made more 
difficult than ever during the 
past year, with the dislocation 
of manpower caused by the Oc- 
tober war, and the continuin: 
high rate of reserve service.

me mew era in Southern Africa began 
on April 25, when the Caetano Govern- 
ment in Lisbon was overthrown and the 
new Portuguese Junta started to decolontse. 
In Mozambique, where the Frelimo guer- 
rilla organization has accepted the transi- 
tional government, take-over hes not been 
staooth. At least 150 whites and blacks 
have died violently and many others have 
been injured. Twice violence erupted on a 
major scale — each time caused by whites. 
Blacks lashed back violently, and thousands 
of Portuguese abandoned their homes, 
jobs and businesses, and poured across the 
border into South Africa. 

The South African Government has given 
them humanitarian aid but made it clear 
that the ordinary immigration regulations 
will mot be relaxed for their benefit. It is 
not particularly anxious to harbour masses 
of people fleeing from a regime with 
which it hopes to establish at least a 
working, if not cordial, relationship. 

Mozambique was the first test of Vors- 
ter’s professed policy to recognise seif-de- 
termination wherever he encountered it in 
Africa. Looking back on the difficult daya 
‘when the whites in Mozambique were pani- 
cking, it can be seen that Vorster did not 
put a foot out of place politically. 

The basic principles he laid down were: 
no South African mercenaries would be 
permitted to enter Mozambique under any 
circumstances; Mozambique’s right to self- 
determination would be respected and South 
‘Africa would not interfere; a black Gov- 
ernment, even a Frelimo Government, held 
no fears for South Africa; and, general- 
jy, the changeover should be seen a5 a 
“challenge,” not a “disaster.” 

Twice now Vorster himself has stressed 
the importance to Mozambique of the eco- 
nomic ties that Enk it to South Africa: 
the 100,000 black Mozambiquans who work 
in the gold mines, the Transvaal rail traf- 
fic which uses the port of Lourenco Mar- 
ques, and the need to sell electricity from 
the new Cabora Bassa dam to South Af- 
rica — otherwise it will become “the big- 
gest white elephant in Africa.” 

Present indications are that initially at 
least the policy will work. Mozambique’s 
economy is in difficulties. The temptation 
to retain all economic links with South 
Africa looks like being irresistible even to 
@ Frelimo Government. 

But Frelimo’s accession in Mozambique 
has put Rhodesia on the spot. Everybody 
in Southern Africa recognises now that 
the guerrilla war there could flare up and 
plunge the whole southern part of the con- 
tinent Imto turmoll if a settlement is not 


found for the UDI question — and found

This is what Hes behind the initiative 
that has come from President Kenneth Ka- 
unda of Zambia.

HA’ARETZ (Independent) quotes 
reports that President Sadat has 
told Dr. Kissinger he would be pre- 
pared for a “further settlement” 
with IsraeL The Secretary of State 
is probably trying to persuade the 
IsraeH government to agree to im- 
mediate contacts to determine the 
time, place and form of such negov- 
tiations. This would of course mean 
resumption of political contacts bet- 
ween two of the parties involved in 
the Middle East conflict. But be- 
fore the government can respond, 
it must clearly re-assert its posi- 
tion. 

“President Sadat has let it be known 
that he has in mind further with- 
drawals of IDF forces in Sinai. 
While Israel does not in principle 
rule out further withdrawals in Si- 
nai, 1 must be made clear to Sadat 
that this must be in exchange for 
adequate political commitments. Is- 
rael will not agree to move her 
Hines further eastwards if that en- 
tails a worsening of her security 
situation.
